The Nevada Wool Growers' Associa- 


tion meets at "Winnemucca to-morrow. 
Although the purposes of the organiza- 
tion are not political, its aembers ean- 


, ,not fail in tbeir own interests to discuss 


and perhaps take some notion on th» 
tariff question which is of vital' im- 
portance to them. 
As to the general 


proposition as between protection and 
free trade there can be no question but 
that the Republican party may bo ro- 
lled npon to protect the wool growing 
industry while the Damoomtic party is 
either in liwor of reducing .the wool 
tariff or abolisbiug it altogether. Now 
let us see what the comparatively recent 
records of the two parties in Congress 
have been on • this subject. 
Wa quote

readily verified. 


In every tariff act passed by the Dem- 


ocratic party when iu power the duty 
on wool was fixed at an ad valorem rate, 
varying from 24 to 30 per cent., or less 
than six cents per pound, foreign valu- 
ation. 
The first Kepnblioau tariff, that 


of 1861, fixed the rate at nino cents a 
pound for wool of the higher grades. 


In 1867 the tariff on wool and wool- 


ens was revised, and after a long strug- 
gle, in which the Bepublicau party sup- 
ported the increase of duty, uncl th« 
Democratic party opposed it, the duty 
on foreign wool, which competed with 
American wool, costing thirty-two cent* 
or less, was put at ten cents a pound, 
and ten per cent, ad valorem, aud on 
wool costing more than thirty-two cunts 
a pound the duty was twelve ceulwa 
pound, and eleven percent, ml valorem. 
This aot was purely a Republican meas- 
ure. Every Democrat in the Senate 
voted against it, and 'tins denounced it 
ever since. 


So it remained until 1881, when the 


revenue became largely iu excess of the 
wants of the Government, at which 


^time there was a general demand for 
the reduction of tares, and a Commis- 
sion was appointed to report a revision 
of the tariff. During this time a bill 
reducing taxes was pending in/Jongress, 
and Mr. Bayard, a leading Democrat, 
on the 5th of August, 1883, offered an 
amendment reducing the duty on wool 
to twenty-five per cent., or tho equiva- 
lent ^bf about four cents specific duty. 
This was voted for by the Democratic 
Senators, and defeated by tho Bopubli- 
cau Senators. 


The struggle between the parties on 


wool was the same as on every other 
article between u tariff for revenue oaly, 
favored by tho Deuiocratb, aud a pro- 
tective tariff, favored by th« Republi- 
cans. 


•would think of proposing. Every friend 
to the protection of wool voted for it, 
and every enemy to the protection of 
wool voted against it; not because of 
the reduction on wool, but because the 
duty on wool and on all other articles of 
American production were still, iu their 
opinion, too high for a tariff for reverme 
only. 


It is scarcely necessary to remind the 


Nevada wool-growers of the efforts in 
the present Congress at its 
recent 


session to secure a reduction of the 
wool tariff through the instrumentality 
of the Morrison bill which secured the 
support of their representative in Con- 
gress, Mr. Cassidy. 
The Morrison bill 


was beaten, it is true, but only because 
the party could not agree as to the de- 
tails of a tariff reduction which nearly 
all of its members favored. 
Give that 


party the power and it will surely 
abolish the duties on all raw materials

Daniel McSweeny, whose case has 


been more or less referred to in the 
pending campaign writes a letter to the 
Monitor from Ireland which goes to 
show thut all that bus been said of his 
active paiticipatiun in Irish, affairs is 
true. It will be remembered as a por- 
tion oi the history of JdcSweeuy's case, 
that fiomo years after his return to 
Ireland, aud while he was holding an 
office there and taking part in Irish 
politics, he wiw arrested for using Be- 
dltious language, whereupon he claimed 
to be uu American citizen aud called for 
the intercession of this Government in 
his behulf. The British Government 
offered him his release, and to pay his 
expenses if he would return to America, 
which offer he refused. 
To show the 


soil of "American citizen" McSweeny 
is we qnoto from his letter under date 
of August 10, 1881, from Carrow Canon 
House, .Faluaruh, Donegal. 
He says: 


You will undoubtedly have seen bj' 


the Irish papers long ere this reaches 
you, the result of an action for libel, 
biougbt against me by the landlords oi 
this district. A brief history of the 
cause which led to this action may not 
be uninteresting to your readers. On 


At a later session the Turiff Com mis- 


sion reported a general reduction of the 
whole tariff, embracing more than one 
thousand articles, nnd among others, 
proposed to repeal the ucl valorem tux 
on wool, retaining only the specific 
duties of ten aud twelve cents a pound 
on the kind of wool we raise m the 
United States. 


In the interest of the wool-growers of 


Ohio, and, at tho time, urgent lequesl 
of the Ohio Legislature aud of tut 
Wool-Growers' Association, 
Sherman 


opposed this reduction, but was willing 
to submit to soiaa reduction of duty, 
and offered au amendment to increase 
the duty to 12 and 14 cents a pound, 
and dispense with the ad valorem duty. 
This was entirely satisfactory to the 
wool-growers, and was a reduction of 
the old duty of about one ceut a pound. 
It wag de-bitted at considerable length, 
General Logan aud Sherman advocating 
it, and Bayard, Maxey, Beck, aud every 
Democratic Sanutor who spoke, oppos- 
ing it, and uufortun.Uely the New Eug- 
laud Senators, who wanted cheap wool, 
Toted with them, aud the motion was 
defeated, a majority of the Bepublioans 
voting for it, and the Democrats, with 
only three exceptions, and the New 
England Senators, voting against it. 
The amendment was defeated by the 
-Democratic Senators in Congress com- 
bining with the New England woolen 
manufacturers. 


The DeoiounUs were, opposed to the 


passage of this bill because, while it re- 
lieved the people from seventy-seven 
Millions of taxes auuutvlly, internal and 
external, it still maintained the princi- 
ples of protection to Jaboi as against a 
tariff for revenue only. It preserved a 
tariff on wool higher than ever pro- 
posed IB a Democratic tariff; higher, 
fur, than any Democratic Congress 


the 18th of March each year, the elec- 
tion of Guardians takes place. Long 
prior to this date, I had my forces well 
organized and disciplined with a view 
to disloge the landlords from tbis last 
strcngholJ, the Poor House. I nomi- 
nated, or caused to be nominated, Na- 
tional candidates for every Dmsiou iu 
the Union.

Despite all the efforts of th 
landlords, I was returned for the elec 
toral Division in wbich I reside, and 
thus found myself alone in the Board 
room, confronted by a hostile band o 
bloatod ex-offlcios, (Magistrates), who 
of course, regarded rue as an intruder, 
being the first representutiva of 
th< 


people who ever sat iu the Board. 


Here we have Mr. McSweeuy, a full 


fledged Iri-th politician, organizing and 
disciplining forces to ditslodgtt the bind 
lords from political control, nominating 
National candidates for every division 
in the Union, aud successfully standing 
HB a caiididnta himself. From the tout 
of the foregoing extract it would uulur- 
aily be tjresumed that he soou bad 
trouble with bis colleagues, aud such 
tvab the fuct. 
He immediately piouureil 


access to the columns of the Derry 
Journal where he "succeeded iu txpob- 
mg the corruption of tbis villianoii'i 
gucg." From the intemperance of bis 
language be was prosecuted for libel 
and mulcted in damages and costs about 
$2,000. Mr. MoSweeney has not been 
successful in his efforts to engraft the 
politics of the San Francisco sand lot 
into British institutions. Ami now we 
shall await with much interest to learn 
whether Mr. McSweeuy will again pro- 
duce his naturalization papers und in 
voke the* intercession of the United 
States iu his behalf ou the ground that 
he is au American citizen.

Blaine, ex-Governor Smythe, George B. 
Loriug and Mayor Portman entered the 
grounds at noon, followed by many dis- 
tinguished citizens. Blaine was received 
with cheers. George B. Loring intro- 
duced Blaine, who spoke as follows: 


Ladies and gentlemen:—It is pleasant 


to find ourselves 
in an assemblage 


where all bear a name of higher honor 
than any partisan designation—an as- 
semblage in which we most on the 
broad plane of American citizenship, 
aud rejoice in the title as in itself con- 
stituting a civic distinction of priceless 
value. An agricultural fair is the farm- 
era" parliament. On this day and on 
this occasion, tha most independent 
class of citizens speak to the world by 
word and deed for that great funda- 
mental interest in which the Republic 
rests for its security and its prosperity. 
It has become a trite saying that agri- 
culture is the basis of all wealth but the 
full measure of the statement may be, 
comprehended wben we remember that 
in this year of grace, 1884, tho total value 
of the product from farms and flocks in 
the United States will exceed $3,000,- 
000,000, an araotint, brought forth itt a 
single year, vastly in excess of the na- 
tional debt at itn highest point. We aro 
not in the habit of considering New 
England as especially distinguished for 
agriculture, aud yet the annual product 
from her soil is greater in value than all 
the gold taken from the mines of Cal- 
ifornia and Australia in the richest year 
of tbeir fabulous yield. The farmer is 
a true and always successful miner iu 
the extraction of money from the earth, 
a fact most strikingly shown in the 
history of CahJoinia, whose splendid 
march to wealth and power only fairly 
began when the energies of her people 
were turned to the production of bread 
for the world instead of gold. The pro- 
digious consumption of 56,000,000 peo- 
ple is broxigbt strikingly before us when 
we realize how vast a proportion of our 
aggregate product is used at home, and 
how small a shnre is sent abroad. 
Oue 


hundred and odd millions of New Eug- 
lund farm products do not support her 
own people, and they are compelled to 
exchange the fruits of their mechanical 
industry to an enormous amount annu- 
ally for the means of subsistence so lav- 
ishly outpoured from granaries mora 
fertile in the West, and this fact is but 
one of many which show the independ- 
ence of our people and the vast extent 
of our internal exchanges. The scene 
to-day has enhanced interest when we 
reflect that throughout the gorgeous Au- 
tumn upon which we have just entered 
will be reproduced, in countless com- 
munities throughout our land, 
from 


ocean to ocean, from Northern lake 
to Southern gulf, iv richness of harvest 
and P. contentment aud happiness of the 
people, ou fields as ftur and by displays 
53 brilliant as those which now delight 
our eyes and gladden our hearts. 
Nor 


will 
Autumn 
exhaust 
its inspiring 


scenes. Wben the chill of Winter ou 
the Northern border of the Uuiou shall 
ainke the Southern sun seem genial and 
welcome, our brethren of tbe cotton 
region will 
continue 
the

story. They invite us to witness, in 
the commercial emporium of the South, 
tbe great triumph of Southern agricul- 
ture in the pioduction of that single 
plant which has revolutionized manu- 
factures and has enriched the United 
States beyond the reach of imngiuatiou, 
aud baa added incalculably to tbe coin- 
fort, health and luxury of tbo human 
nice. 
Standing as I do in the fair New 


England States, it is an agreeable duty 
to extend congratulations to New Eng- 
land farmers on the results of this 
year's labor and on tbe general aud im- 
portant fuct that at no period in the 
history of New England husbandry has 
intelligent labor been blessed with more 
profitable results tbnu during tbe pies- 
en t generation. If there bo any one 
that doubts this, I wish be wcie bere 
to-day mid could bear what I huve 
heard anil aee what I have seen.

Tho following is among 
the results of bis investigation, "There 
seemed to be but little acute suffering 
from the luck of food,

For days they went without food with- 
out actually suffering.

to take place from the heart trouble. 
Tho feet and 
face became swollen, 


and for a, day or so they would complain 
of a pain over the heart, then they were 
slight general convulsions, 
and all 


would be over. Tim chief suiluring 
during the winter was from constipation. 
There is not a word of suggestion in 
the report of the alleged cannibalism." 
It snys of Greely's condition, when, he 
was found : "His disease was asthenia 
and on admission to the hospital he 
fainted, which was followed by vomit- 
ing. 
Spirits of ammonia were admin- 


istered, and renewed in ten minutes; 
placed him in a berth, and gave him a 
a teaspoonf ul of raw, fresh beef, minced . 
His clothes were carefully cut from him 
aad 
heavy red flannels, previously 


warmed, substituted. His body emitted 
a sickly, offensive odor, and wtis emacia- 
ted to such a degree that the sldn was 
hanging from his limbs in flakes. 
His 


face, hands and scalp were blackened 
with a crust of soot and dirt, he having 
not wahed or changed cloihiug for ton 
months.
